The proposals, which are spon- 
sored by Senator Wheeler, have 
been favourably reported on by 
the Agricultural Committee and’ 
represent a revival of the earlier 
efforts to free the coinage from 
silver. Observers express the 
opinion that the administration is 
not inclined to consider further 
silver legislation in this session. 
as specified in the operation of 
the silver programme.
